Clarifying that the Howard County room rental tax applies to the 
total charge for the rental of a room, including any room rental fee 
charged by a room rental intermediary but not including any tax; 
and defining specified terms.

intermediary; defining specified terms; and making a conforming 
change.

1 Under Article II, Section 17 of the Maryland Constitution, this line item veto was taken up by 
both Houses of the General Assembly on January 21, 2016, and received the necessary votes in 
both houses to override the veto. Under the provisions of the Maryland Constitution, Item ZA00(I) 
– Maryland Hall for the Creative Arts – will take effect February 20, 2016, and House Bill 71 
(Chapter 495 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 2015) is Chapter 2 of the Acts of the General

specified circumstances; prohibiting a seizing authority or 
prosecuting authority from directly or indirectly transferring seized 
property to a federal law enforcement authority or agency, with a 
specified exception; requiring the seizing authority, within 30 days 
after the seizure of property, to send by first–class mail specified 
written information to the owner of the seized property; etc.
